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Business Activity for the 4-week period ending Febru- 
ary 20 was down fractionally from the previous four weeks 
and was 3 per cent below the corresponding period in 1953, 
according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 7 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but were 10 per 
cent below the corresponding period of last year, and for 
the first 2 months of the year were 11 per cent below last 
year. 


Bank Debits outside New York City were down 7 per 
cent in January from December but were 4 per cent above 
January 1953. 


Total Personal Income Payments in January were 1 per 
cent below December but were 1 per cent above January 
1958. Salaries and wages income and non-agricultural 
income were down 1 per cent in January from December, 
but were up 1 per cent and 2 per cent, respectively, from 
January 1953. 


Life Insurance Sales were down 22 per cent in January 
from December but were 4 per cent above January of 
last year. 


Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index dropped 1 per cent in January from De- 
cember and was 6 per cent below January of last year. 


Electric Power Production was up 1 per cent in January 
from December and was 8 per cent above January 1953. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 9 per cent in Janu- 
ary from December and was 15 per cent below January of 
last year. 


Steel Production dropped fractionally in January from 
December and was 20 per cent below January of last year. 
The steel industry operated at 75 per cent of theoretical 
capacity in January. 


Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was down 4 per cent in January from De- 
cember but was 3 per cent above January 1953. All types 
of construction except residential were down in January 


from December but all types showed gains from January 
of last year. 


Retail Sales of Independent Dealers were down 25 per 
cent in January from December and were 5 per cent below 
January of last year. 


Department Store Sales were down 57 pers cent in Janu- 
ary from December and were 2 per cent below January 
1953. 


Commodity Prices at Wholesale were up 1 per cent in 
January from December and were 1 per cent above Janu- 
ary 1953. Retail food prices in January were 1 per cent 
above December but were substantially unchanged from 
January of last year.

Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down 8 per cent in 
January from December but were 6 per cent above Janu- 
ary 1953. 


Life Insurance Sales dropped 19 per cent in January 
from December but were 2 per cent above January of last 
year. 


Agricultural Income was down 9 per cent in January 
from December but was 3 per cent above January 1953. 
Income in January from dairy products, grains, and poul- 
try and eggs was down 6 per cent, 14 per cent and 34 
per cent, respectively, from December, but income from 
meat animals was up 3 per cent. As compared with Janu- 
ary 1953, income from meat animals and from grains was 
up 9 per cent and 10 per cent, respectively, but income 
from dairy products and from poultry and eggs was down 
9 per cent and 1 per cent, respectively. 


Electric Power Production was up 2 per cent in January 
from December and was only fractionally below January 
of last year. 


Bituminous Coal Production was up 12 per cent in Janu- 


ary from December but was 18 per cent below January 
1953.

January total employment was 7 per cent below 
December employment and was 4 per cent below em- 
ployment a year ago. The largest decrease from 
December employment was in the trade and public 
utilities industries, and the only decrease from last 
year among the industry sub-groups was in manu- 
facturing. Total pay rolls were down 8 per cent from 
pay rolls in both December and January 1953. Pay 
rolls in all categories dropped from December pay 
rolls, but trade and public utilities pay rolls were 
higher than in January 1953. 

Retail sales in January were down 48 per cent 
from December sales and were down 11 per cent 
from January sales in 1953. 

Bank debits in January were 12 per cent below 
debits in December, but were 2 per cent higher than 
debits in January last year. 


CANTON 


Total employment in January was 5 per cent less 
than in December and was 8 per cent less than in 
January 1953. The greatest decrease from December 
employment occurred in construction, and the only 
decrease from January employment in 1953 occurred 
in manufacturing. Compared with pay rolls in De- 
cember and January 1953, total pay rolls this Janu- 
ary decreased 6 per cent and 11 per cent, respectively. 

January bank debits were 6 per cent below Decem- 


ber debits and 1 per cent below January debits in 
1953. 


CINCINNATI 


Total employment in January decreased 7 per cent 
from employment in December and 3 per cent from 
employment in January last year. Current construc- 
tion employment experienced the greatest decreases 
from employment in both periods. Total pay rolls in 
January declined 8 per cent and 1 per cent from pay 
rolls in December and January last year. Again, the 
greatest decreases occurred in construction. 

January retail sales were down 42 per cent from 
December sales and were down 7 per cent from Janu- 
ary sales a year ago. 

Bank debits in January were 6 per cent lower than 
debits in December, but were 10 per cent higher 
than debits in January 1953. 


CLEVELAND 


Total employment in January dropped 4 per cent 
from employment in December, and total pay rolls 
dropped 5 per cent from pay rolls in December. Com- 
pared with last year, total employment this year 
dropped 2 per cent, and total pay rolls dropped 3 per 
cent. Decreases in all 3 sub-groups were responsible 
for the declines from December, but the decreases 
from last year were brought about by decreases in 
manufacturing alone. 

Retail sales of 207 stores totalled 29 per cent lower 
in January than in December and 5 per cent lower in 
January 1954 than in January 1953. 

Bank debits in January were 7 per cent lower than 
debits the previous month, but were 7 per cent 
higher than debits the previous year.

COLUMBUS 

Despite an increase of 14 per cent in manufactur- 
ing employment from December to January, total 
employment declined 2 per cent during that period. 
Compared with total employment last year, January 
employment was down 3 per cent. Total pay rolls 
were a fraction of 1 per cent higher in January than 
in December, but dropped 2 per cent below pay rolls 
in January 1953. 

Retail sales in January fell 46 per cent below the 
December sales level and were 4 per cent below sales 
in January 1953. 

Although January bank debits were 11 per cent 
lower than debits in December, they were 9 per cent 
higher than in January last year. 


DAYTON 

Total employment in January decreased 3 per cent 
from employment in December, but increased 2 per 
cent over employment in January last year. Con- 
struction was the only industry in which occurred a 
decline from employment last year. Total pay rolls 
in January followed the same trend as total employ- 
ment. The only decrease from pay rolls last year 
was in construction. 

January bank debits were 8 per cent lower than 
December debits, but were 8 per cent above debits in 
January 1953. 

Industrial power consumption increased 7 per cent 
over power consumption in December and 4 per cent 
over power consumption in January a year ago. 


TOLEDO 

Decreases in all industries combined to cause a 6 
per cent decline in total employment from December 
to January. Compared with total employment last 
year, January employment decreased 7 per cent de- 
spite a 3 per cent increase in trade and public utili- 
ties employment. Total pay rolls in January dropped 
7 per cent below pay rolls in both December and Jan- 
uary 1953. 

Sales of retail stores were 45 per cent lower in 
January than in December and were 5 per cent lower 
than in January last year. ' 

Bank debits in January decreased 6 per cent from 
debits in December, but increased 6 per cent from 
debits in January a year ago. 


YOUNGSTOWN 

Total employment in January was 6 per cent lower 
than in December and 8 per cent lower than in Janu- 
ary 1958. Construction employment decreased the 
most from December employment, and manufactur- 
ing employment decreased the most from January 
employment last year. Total pay rolls decreased 5 
per cent from pay rolls in December and 12 per cent 
from pay rolls in January last year. 

January retail sales were 47 per cent below De- 
cember sales and 16 per cent below January sales in 
1953. 

Bank debits in January decreased 16 per cent from 
debits in both December and January 1953. 

The steel industry operating rate averaged 75 per 
cent of theoretical capacity—a drop of 1 point from 
the previous 4 weeks and 31 points from the previous 
year. 
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TRENDS IN OHIO MANUFACTURING, 1947 TO 1952 


In the five year period from 1947 to 1952, the dollar 
value added by manufacture in Ohio industries increased 
from about $6.4 billion to over $10 billion, a rise of 58 per 
cent. In this same time, Ohio has risen from the fourth- 
ranking to the second-ranking manufacturing state. 

Rank of Ohio among the Leading States 

In the 1947 Census of Manufacturers, Ohio ranked be- 
hind New York, Pennsylvania, and Illinois, more heavily 
populated states. The 1951 Annual Survey of Manufac- 
tures revealed that Ohio had become the third-ranking 
state, displacing Illinois. According to latest data avail- 
able from the 1952 Annual Survey of Manufactures, Ohio 
pushed ahead of Pennsylvania to become the second- 
ranking state in terms of value added by manufacture. 


Thus, in the field of manufacturing, Ohio has moved 
ahead of two more heavily populated states within the 
past five years, and continued to stay ahead of another 
more heavily populated state, California. Only New York, 
where $13 billion was added to the value of products in 
1952, has continued to rank above Ohio. 

Among the other states, exchanges of positions have oc- 
curred in the past 5 years between California and New 
Jersey, Indiana and Massachusetts, and Missouri and 
North Carolina.

Trends by Industry Group, Ohio and U. S. 

Comparing dollar value added by manufacture in 1952 
and 1947 reveals that Ohio added 57.8 per cent more value 
in 1952, while in the United States as a whole 45.8 per cent 
more value was added by manufacture in 1952. 

Among the industry groups listed separately in Ohio 
only the leather and leather products group showed a de- 
crease in 1952 from 1947. Also, the combined total of three 
other groups not shown individually in Ohio in 1952 was 
lower than in 1947. In the United States, the only industry 
group showing a decline in value added by manufacture 
during the five year period was the textile mills products 
group. 

In eight of the groups for which data were listed in 
Ohio, the per cent increase in 1952 from 1947 was greater 
than the increase in the United States as a whole. In the 
other nine groups listed individually the increase from 
1947 to 1952 was greater in the entire country than 
in Ohio. 


The largest increase, over 200 per cent, in value added 
by manufacture among the industry groups in Ohio from 
1947 to 1952 occurred in the miscellaneous manufactures 
group, the tenth-ranking group in the state in 1952 in 
terms of value added by manufacture. The comparable 
per cent change for the miscellaneous manufactures group 
in the United States was 78.5 per cent.

During the five year period, the second largest per cent 
change in Ohio, 162.9 per cent, was in the transportation 
equipment group. In the United States, this group had an 
increase of 103 per cent, the only increase over 100 per 
cent. The large increase in this third-ranking industry in 
Ohio made an important contribution to the rise of Ohio 
to second place in the nation. 

The third highest increase in Ohio occurred in the pe- 
troleum and coal products group, which ranked thirteenth 
in the state in value added by manufacture. 

Another significant increase in Ohio was the gain in the 
primary metal industries group. In 1952 this group added 
the second highest value in the state by its manufacturing 
processes and increased 70.4 per cent over the value added 
in 1947, The increase in the United States during the same 
period was 56.9 per cent. 

The largest industry group in Ohio in 1952 in terms of 
value added had an increase slightly less than the increase 
of that group in the United States. The machinery (except 
electrical) group increased almost 57 per cent in Ohio and 
almost 64 per cent in the United States. 

The fourth and fifth ranking groups in Ohio, fabricated 
metal products and electrical machinery, also had gains 
which were less than those in the United States, but the 
food and kindred products group and the rubber products 
group, ranking sixth and seventh, respectively, increased 
more in Ohio from 1947 to 1952 than in the United States.
